Mr. Fairbanks congratulated the con- 


vention. Allusions to Harrison, Indi- 
ana's sou; to protection and reciprocity; 
honest money and an honest ballot 
ware warmly applauded. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Fairbanks' 


speech, a motion prevailed to adjourn 
to 1 p. m., whou only delegates will be 
admitted. 


APTKIINOON SESSION. 


It was 1:16 o'clock when Chairman 


Fairbanks cat led the convention to or- 
der. 
After all tho delegates wore sup- 


posed to bo seated the spectators were 
admitted to tho remaining seats and 
the crowd wan soon almost as big as in 
tho morning. 


The credentials committee reported 


no contests. 


The committee on resolutions re- 


ported the platform by Marcus li. Sul- 
xer, chairman. 


The platform opens by approving the 


Minneapolis platform and thn renom- 
Inatlon of President Harrison; the Indi- 
ana gerrymander and the management 
of state affairs urn denounced as in- 
competent, wasteful and in the interest 
of oDlce-holders and party managers. 
The generous pension laws of tho re- 
publican congress are commended, ami 
a tribute Is p'.iid to thn memory of tho 
latellov. Alvln 1'. Ilovey. 


There was great cheering at tho refer- 


ence tu Harrison and the epigram that 
"debt and democracy" are synonymous 
terms; also the car-coupler law; Imt 
most vociferous applause greeted tho 
pension plunk, with a slain at Cleve- 
land's pension vetoes andthu declaration 
iu favor of a state soldiers' home. When 
tho name of lllainc was reached in the 
sympathy resolution tho convention 
broke into wild cheering, and it was 
some time before the reader could pro- 
ceed. 


After the adoption of the platform 


the roll of counties was called for plac- 
ing of candidates for governor in nom- 
ination.

Hadley, of 


Hcndricks county, iu ft' stirring speech 
nominated Ira J. Chase amidst great 
enthusiasm. The nomination was sec- 
onded by a number of counties.

Shockney's name also received a num- 
ber of seconds, This eiosed the nom- 
inations.

Klliott had been agreed upon us the 
candidate upon whom the anti-Chase 
men would unite, hut if a combination 
had been llxed, it proved abortive. 
The plan as outlined was to throw 
votes to Judge Klliott, though ho was 
not 
placed 
in nomination. 
Allen 


county, second on the roll, divided its 
28 votes. Elliott, HKi Shockney, HX. 
Then the Chase boom sot in, and from 
that point down, although Shockney 
and Elliott received considerable sup- 
port it was plain that Chase -would lie 
nominated on tho first ballot; and 
when the roll call was half through, 
Henator Loveland moved, on behalf of 
Bhockney, that Chase's nomination bo 
mode unanimous, which was carried 
amidst the wildest enthusiasm, dele- 
gates and spectators standing on chairs 
and tables waving flags, handkerchiefs, 
umbrellas and fans.

A WHOLESALE! DISCHARGE. 


Every Man in the Bmploy ot the Car- 


negie Steel Works at Bomeatead, 


Pa., to be Discharged To-Morrow. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 39.—Tho offi- 


cials of the Amalgamated association 
were yesterday informed that "every 
man in the employ of the Carnegie 
steel works at Homestead will bo dis- 
charged on July 1." The amalga- 
mated officials, who have taken overy 
precaution possible to preserve the 
peace and have advised the men against 
using forcible means to gain their 
point, 
at 
once 
i;ravo order* that 


tho information should bo guorded 
secretly until it is finally confirmed by 
tho members of the firm themselves. 
Tho story has it that at an important 
meeting of the officials of the Carnegio 
interests hold Monday it was decided 
that every union man in the employ of 
the firm at the Homestead works, from 
tho highest down to tho lowest laborer, 
will bo paid off in full on July 1 and 
discharged at oucc. Tho present scale 
expires to-morrow, tho 30th in»t, and 
It is asserted that the firm has deter- 
mined to ruu the mill nonunion there- 
after. 


A member of the Amalgamated as- 


sociation in speaking of tho story said: 
"We get our information that tho men 
are to be discharged direct from tho 
throne, though of course, the Carnegie 
people have not sent us official infor- 
mation to that effect. This is the sur- 
prise they have promised their men, 
and it certainly is startling, coming 
with the color of authority it has." 


Tho same gentleman says that not- 


withstanding tho efforts that have 
been made to make everything appear 
peaceable there is an undertone that is 
liable to burst forth like a volcano 
without a moment's warning. 


Tho Wisconsin Legislature. 


MADISON, Wis., Juno 29.—The legis- 


lature met In special session hero yes- 
terday to make an apportionment oi 
the state into senate and assembly dis- 
tricts, the last apportionment having 
been declared unconstitutional by tho 
supreme court.

Such a prose- 
ocutlon, however, is thought out ol 
the question. Bismarck has such n 
strong hold on the sentiment of all 
that even the independents and soda' 
detnorc ta would denounce the proceed- 
ings. 


Despite the complications to which 


the foreign olllce lias been exposed by 
the ex-chancellor's revelations of its 
former policy, it is understood that 
Count von Caprivi is strongly opposad 
to any action which would indicate 
that the government felt it worth while 
to notice Bismarck's atUieka. In this 
view of the case the chancellor is sup- 
ported by the emperor who, while ex- 
ceedingly irritated by Bismarck's criti- 
cisms, still expresses deep regard for 
him. Count Botho Zu Evlenberg and 
llerr Miguel are understood to be in 
favor of heroic measures to shut the 
ex-chancelor's tnouth.

Monday night it was ru- 
mored among the officers of tho boat 
that all was not right. The old man 
kept the little girl in his room nearly 
all the time. A watch was placed over 
the room which resulted in a most 
sickening disclosure. The clerk lost 
no time iu hustling Bauer out of his 
room, and when the boat landed here 
be and the girl were turned over to the 
police. 


l?or a time the girl stuck to the story 


that Bauer was her father, but finally 
she broke down and said that her name 
was Nellie Ilenthorn and that she was 
the daughter of respectable parents in 
St. Louis.

taught nmsie 
in

Louis, 
and 


several 
months ago 
he employed 


her 
to 
sweep 
out 
his 
rooms. 


While acting in this capacity llauer ac- 
complished her ruin, and has ever sinee 
retained her as a victim. The girl will 
become a mother before long, and it Is 
believed that Bauer was taking her to 
Kansas City for the purpose of having a 
criminal operation performed. 


Bauer says he is 75 years old and 


points to his ago as n contradiction 
that hi; would lie gnilty of such a fiend- 
ish crime. The girl is fragile and 
childish, and doos not appear to be over 
10 or lli years old. She will remain in 
charge of the police until her parents 
send for her. 


Bauer is in jail and the St. Louis ofll- 


cials were notified of his crime and ar- 
rest. 


The city marshiO. received a telegram 


yesterday evening from Chief of Police 
Harrigan to the effect that the girl is 
15 years old, nnd was employed by 
Bauer for six dollar* per month as 
traveling companion. The girl's pa- 
rents will prosecute Bauer.

The Growing Wheat Crop. 


In the northern division, where little 


winter wheat is raised, the condition is 
90, or 3 points better than on May 1st. 
Spring wheat is doing well and has held 
its own since our last report. 


The condition of the growing wheat 


crop in the central division has declined 
2 points since May 1. In tbe counties of 
Adams, Christian, Fulton, Greene, Jer- 
sey, Maoou, Msconpin, Pike, Sangamon, 
Schnyler, Scott and Vermilion, covering 
tbe largest winter wheat-growing section 
of this division, the depreciation in con- 
dition since May 1st is more than 10 
points. 
In the counties of Brown, 


Champaign, Clark, Douglas, Edgar, Ford, 
MoDonongb and Shelby there has been a 
great improvement in the condition. 
Harvest will commence about the 25th 
inst., in some portions of the division. 


There has been very marked improve- 


ment in the condition of winter wheat 
throughout the southern division of the 
state since May 1st, when the condition 
woe given as 8!), and the prospect is good 
for a better yield per acre than for sev- 
eral years. In many counties of this 
division wheat harvest is about finished. 
The weather in this section ot the state 
has been favorable tor the harvest. No 
threshing has been done worth mention- 
ing in this bulletin.

}*iwer Colored 1'nople In New England. 


The colored race doea not increase 


rapidly in Now England. Rhode Isliiud 
is tbo only ono of the New England 
states where tho colored people were, in 
1890, over 2 per cent, of the population. 
Even there tho colored population has, 
according to tho census, fallen off from 
£.40 
per cent, of tho population in 1850 


to 2.21 per cent, in 1880. In Connecti- 
cut, in tho eauio period, tho percentage 
declined from 2.07 to 1.72. In Maine 
tho colored population in 1800 was less 
than a quarter of 1 per cent., n decline 
for tho decade, but n. sligbt, scarcely 
perceptible gain as compared with 1850. 
The same is true of Now Hampshire 
and Vermont, where colored people 
make up only 0.18 per cent, and 0.30 per 
cent., respectively, of tho population. 


Ill Massachusetts they wcro in 1880 


1.05 per cent, of tho population, against 
0.01 iu 1850. In Massachusetts, as in 
all other New England states, however, 
their percentage docbned during tbe 
preceding decade. The consus enumera- 
tors found 28,570 colored people in 
Massachusetts in 1890, 1,823 in Maine, 
690 In New Hampshire, 1,004 In Ver 
mont, 7,047 in Rhode Island, and 12, 
820 In Connecticut. There is no indica- 
tion of tho forcing of tho color lino in 
New England politics in these figures, 
but there is, on the other hand, the sug- 
gestion of a physically decadent race, 01 
at least one that is not holding its own in 
its social isolation.—Philadelphia Tele- 
graph. 


Ho llad Done What Ho Could. 


A sbort time ago, in New York city, a 


pupil of tho Grammar school, No. 87, 
Freddy Peck by name, died of a sudden 
malady. He was but twelve years old, 
and had done nothing to make himself 
famous, surely, at so early an age, but 
the little story which his death brought 
out has spread his name for and wide. 


More than a year ago, when he was 


barely eleven, Freddy Peck formed a 
plan to establish a library for the gram- 
mar school to which ho belonged. He 
_was aware that tho most important part 
"of any such labor is a beginning, and 
this he mode by saving up all the money 
which was given him and starting a 
bonk account for tho benefit of the 
library.
